Ewing was wanted for mu rder 
in conection with the deaths of

bodies were fou nd along a road 
in Hancock cou nty October 17, 
1927. 
Ewing had escaped from the 
penal farm where he had been 
sent for bigamy after he had 
m arried the Bu rress woman, and 
he was the last person to hav e 
been seen in the company of the 
woman and her step-father be­ 
fore the bodies of the latter two 
were fou nd. 
Detectiv e Coons said that Ew­ 
ing had been liv ing in Stand- 
ford, Ky ., u nder the nam e of C. 
J. Ewin. and tha t he denied to 
arresting officers tha t he had 
ev er been in Indiana. 
Au thori­ 
ties hav e positiv e proof to abso­ 
lu tely 
refu te 
this contention, 
Coons stated.

Genev a, Ju ne 6 (/P) — Nations 
of the world, many of them bit­ 
ter, came to a showdown today 
on w hether they wou ld disarm. 
A compromise plan calcu lated 
to “sav e the face” of the dis­ 
arm am ent conference was the 
only apparent alternativ e to the 
complete collapse of the nego­ 
tiations. 
Peering behind the personal 
sq u abbles, observ ers fou nd one 
hope in an all-perv ading con­ 
v iction that the world’s goal of 
peace was at stak e. As su ggest­ 
ed by A rthu r Henderson, presi­ 
dent of the conference, millions 
of y ou ths’ liv es m ight be the 
price of failu re. 
For this reason it was felt re­ 
newed efforts m ight find a path 
across the obstacles. 
The situ ation was complicated 
by the threat of Henderson, 
G reat B ritain’s “Uncle A rthu r,” 
to resign after a heated dispu te 
with 
Lou is Barthou , France’s 
foreign minister. 
Delegates called the incident 
the most bitter in Genev a’s in­ 
ternational history . The spark 
which set it off was B arthou ’s 
v igorou s opposition to H ender­ 
son’s proposal in the steering 
committee for sine die adjou rn­ 
ment. The Briton sou ght to giv e 
delegates a chance to smooth 
ou t their differences. 
Henderson said Barthou ac­ 
cu sed him of partiality and the 
Frenchm an denied it, asserting 
he merely had practised “free 
speech.” Barthou disclaimed any 
intent of attack ing the president 
“personally .” 
Behind 
the controv ersy lay 
British and French differences 
ov er efforts to bring Germany 
back into the conference. The 
Berlin gov ernment “went ou t the 
front door” and shou ld not be
